i. \7|7 E make ufually a Couple of Incifions in 
V V die Arms where we make our Ijfues, but 
fomewhat larger than for them, fome times in one Arm, 
and one Leg. 

z. toco thefc we put bits of Lint, ft he patient at 
the fame time turning his Face another way, and guar¬ 
ding his Noftrils) which have been dipt in fome of 
the Variolous Matter taken in a Vial, from the Puf- 
titles of one that has the Small Pox* of the more lau¬ 
dable Sort, now turning > upon him, and fo we cover 
them with a Plaifter of Diachylon. 

3. Yet we find the Variolous Matter fetched from 
thofe, that have the inoculated Small pox, altogether as 
agreeable and effectual as any other. And fo we do 
what is taken from* them that have the Confluent 
Sort. 

4. Within Four and Twenty Hours, we throw a- 
way the Lint, and the Sores are drefled once or twice 
every Four and Twenty Hours, with warmed Cabbage 
Leaves. 

y* The Patient continues to do all Things, as at 
ether times, only he expofes not himfelf unto the In¬ 
juries of the Weather, if that be at all Tempef- 
tuous. 

6. About the Seventh Day the Patient feels the 
ufual Symptoms of the Small Pox coming upon him-; 
and he is now managed as in an ordinary Putrid Fe¬ 
ver. If he cannot hold up, he goes to Bed ; If his 
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Head ach too much, we put the common Poultice 
to his Feet, if he be very Sick at the Stomach, 
we give him a gentle Vomit, yea, We commonly do 
thefe Things almoft of Courfe, whether we find the Pa¬ 
tient 1 want them or no. And we reckon the footer we 
do thefib Tfiings, the better. If the i Fever be too high, 
in fome Conftitutions, we Bleed a little: And finally, 
to haften the Eruption, we put on a Couple of Blifters, 

7, On or about the Third Day from the Decumbi- 
ture the Eruption begins. The Number of the Puf- 
tules is not alike in all, in fome they are a very few , 
in others they amount to an Hundred , yea, in many 
they amouotunto fever al, Hundreds', frequently unto 
more than what the Accounts from the Levant fay 
is ufual there. 

8. The Eruption being made, all Illnefs vanifhes; 
except perhaps a little of the Vapours in thofe that 
are troubled with them h there is nothing more to do, 
but to keep Warm , drink proper Tea«, eat Gruel, 
Milk Pottage, Panada, Bread, Butter, and almoft any 
thing equally Simple and Innocent. 

9, Ordinarily the Patient fits up every Day, and 
entertains his Friends, yea, ventures upon a Glafs of 
Wine with them, If he be too Tntent upon hard Read¬ 
ing and Study, we take him off 

10. Sometimes, rho’ the Patient be on other Ac¬ 
counts eafy enough, yet he cant Sleep for divers 
Nights together. In this Cafe we do not give him 
Anodynes or Opiates, becaufe we find, That they who 
have taken thefe Things in the Small Pox are gene¬ 
rally peftered with miferable Biles after their being 
recovered. So we let them alone ; their Sleep will come 
of it felf, as their Strength is coming on. 

it. On the Seventh Day the Puftules ufuaily come 
to their Maturity; and foon after this they go away,

as thofe of the Small Pox in the Difitnft Sort ufe 
to do. 

12. The Patient gets abroad quickly, and is molt 
fenftbly Stronger, and in better Health than he was 
before. The Tranfpiancation has been given to Wo¬ 
men in Child-bed, Eight or Nine Days after their De* 
livery; and they have got earlier out of their Child¬ 
bed; and in better CircumftanceS, than ever in their 
Lives. Thofe that have had ugly Ulcers long run¬ 
ning upon them, have had them healed on, and by 
this Tranfplantation . SdmO very' feeSjfe, '< ct&zyi'Cti/ifump- 
twe People, have upon this 'Etdnfplimiaiion, ‘groWn 
hearty and got rid of their* forhwc Maladies. 

i). : The Seres of the Inci/ton do feem Ed dry a little 
in Three or Four Days of the Feverifh Preparation for 
Eruption, After this iltiicte ii a plenrifu/l Difcbarge at 
them. The dilcharge may continue a little while af¬ 
ter the Patient is quite well on other Accounts; But 
the Sores will foon enough dry up of themfelvcs; 
butthe later s the better', as we think. If they happen to be 
inflamed, or btherwife Troublefome, we prefently help 
them in the ways we do any Ordinary Sores .
